The people of Georgia deserve and expect good 
telephone service and it is our purpose to provide it 
at rates as low as efficient operation will permit. 


Our only means of meeting the costs of providing 
service is, of course, through money paid us by our 
customers. Our charges right down to the present 
time have been based on rates established in the 1933 


depression period. 


Everyone recognizes that costs generally have in- 
creased many times since 1933 and costs of providing 
telephone service are no exception. However, the 
new rates authorized by the Georgia Public Service 
Commission on January 23, 1948, will increase our 
revenues in the overall by less than 6% and are much 
too low to meet present day costs and insure con- 
tinued good telephone service in the state. We are, 
therefore, compelled in the interest of good service 
to appeal the Commission’s Order to the Courts. 


Increases in wage rates alone in the last few years, 
made in line with increases in industry generally, 
amount to more than $7,500,000 annually for Georgia 
telephone workers. The rateincrease authorized by 
the Commission, however, amounts to $1,412,000 or 
less than one-fifth the wage increases. This kind of 
a rate increase is unrealistic and does not squarely 
meet the problem of present day costs. 


The Commission agrees that the added revenue 
represented by the Company’s rate increase request 
is necessary to meet present day costs of providing 
good telephone service in Georgia. At the same time, 
however, they arbitrarily disallow many of the 
actual present day costs of rendering service on the

We feel that to disallow the costs of continuing 
this work so essential to continued good telephone 
service is unreasonable and contrary to the best in- 
terests of the service and the public. 


The Commission has also disallowed certain costs 
which are not capital charges but which are asso- 
ciated with our construction program upon the basis 
that this program will diminish greatly in the future, 
However, we are confident and so testified before the 
Commission that a continuing construction program 
at today’s level or higher will be required for some 
years to come to meet the needs of the growing state 
of Georgia. There is no basis for disallowing cur- 
rent expenses associated with this work. 


The Sout& is the fastest growing section of the 
Nation today. If Georgia is to enjoy its full share 
of this growth it must have a dependable communi- 
cations service. Southern Bell expenditures for new 
telephone facilities to meet the expanding needs of 
the ‘state, in the cities and on the farms, totalled 
$21,000,000 last year. 


We had hoped to carry on this improvement and 
expansion work this year. We can do this only if we 
can induce investors to provide the necessary new 
capital to carry the job forward. 


However, the rate increase authorized by the 
Commission would barely meet the current deficit in 
the Company’s Georgia operations and leave little 
or nothing as a return to those who make telephone 
service possible by investing their monay in the

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Atlanta's Hundredth Birthday 


It was on Feb. 2, 1848, that’ the village 
of Marthasville, formerly Terminus, be- 
came the town of Atlanta. 


There was nothing in its muddy, 
crooked streets that faithfully followed 
the trails of cows going for water, its pre- 
carious, wooden buildings, few in num- 
ber, or even in the eager faces of its citi- 
zens to indicate that from this inauspi- 
cious beginning should grow a city that 
100 years later would be the recégnized 
financial, transport, communications and 
industrial center of the Southeast. 


Indeed, in those days the ill feeling be- 
tween the South and the North that later 
was to bring the War Between the States 
had only recently begun to manifest it- 
self. And he who could have foreseen 
that catastrophic struggle, as perhaps a 
few did even at the time, would have been 
foolhardy indeed to have ventured a pre- 
diction that the city would rise above 
the ashes created by Sherman’s flaming 
torch. 

These things, and many more, will run 
through the minds of the audience that 
gathers tonight at Wesley Memorial 
Church to witness a tableau marking the 
100th anniversary of the city’s formal 
activation. 

Adding a note of authenticity to the 


occasion will be participation by six lineal 
descendants of Atlanta’g first citizens. The 
grandfather of one drilled the first well 
at Whitehall and Alabama Streets to pro- 
vide merchants a convenient place to get 
water. The grandfathers of two were 
physicians, and one was a lawyer. Two 
were listed merely as “pioneers.” But all, 
in the real sense, were pioneers. For it 
was. they, and their hardy contemporaries, 
who laid the foundations not only for the 


“growth of Atlanta, but for the mould that 


later was to solidify as the economic and 
political form that was to bring the world’s 
most powerful nation out of the wilder- 
ness. ~ 

The historical outline accompanying 
the tableau tonight will be narrated by 
John Ashley Jones, who also faces the 
somewhat terrifying task of delivering an 
epilogue attempting to visualize what the 
next 100 years will bring. A quick com- 
parison of Atlanta today and on Feb. 2, 
1848, is sufficient to indicate the immen- 
sity and complexity of Mr. Jones’ assign- 
ment. But a peek into the future, how- 
ever fallible that peek may be, always is 
exciting to the curiosity. And we suggest 
that a script of Mr. Jones’ predictions be 
placed in the vault of Carnegie Library 
so the city fathers of 2048 may check up 
on his accuracy. 


The AFL Looks for Trouble 


The Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor last week adopted a 
statement warning that the “worst wave 
of strikes in the nation’s history might be 
expected this Spring and Summer. 

This is a strange statement to come 
from the AFL. It would have been more 
in character from the CIO. But, oddly, 
the CIO has announced its commendable 
intention of solving its difficulties by ne- 
gotiations without resort to strikes as a 
matter of policy. 

The AFL statement will not prove a 
settling‘factor in a situation already over- 
wrought by uricertainty. In fact, another’ 
wave of strikes, accompanied by loss in 
production, might well be the straw to 
break the back of our already overburden- 
ed economic camel. 

In the face of full employment, the 
highest wages in history and prospects 
for the future that are particularly bright, 
one necessarily must wonder whether the 
AFL threat is not directed, in this election 
year, more at the Taft-Hartley Act than 
at any direct improvement in organ- 
ized labor’s position. Labor relations have 
been particularly smooth in the last sev- 
eral months. So smooth, in fact, that the 
AFL warns we now are sailing through 
the calm before the storm. 

Perhaps it is pure coincidence that 
labor relations have been considerably 
better since the Taft-Hartley Act became 
effective. But it hardly could be called 
coincidence that AFL leaders announce 
unequivocally that disruptive strikes are 
coming. Rather, it would appear a con- 
scious effort to prove to the voters prior to 
the November elections that the Act does 


not serve the purpose for which it was 
intended. 

There are faint and sparse signs about 
that the inflation spiral has reached its 
peak, if the decline actually has not set in. 
For the week ending Jan. 24, for instance, 
wholesale commodity prices were off 
seven-tenths of one percent, ending an 
ll-week upward swing. This may repre- 
sent a pause before a further climb. On 
the other hand, it may become a trend. 

Housing prices, even in the moderate 
price brackets, are beginning to slough 
off.

For five hours they bore the thin, starved 
body of Mohandas Gandhi through the streets of 
New and Od Delhi... 

It was a sight which cannot be imagined unless one has seen 
the rivers of people who flow ceaselessly through the streets of 
Indian cities . . . and smelled the smells of India ... millions of 
people ... beating their breasts—crying out prayers... . 

His son lit the fire at the burning ghats. ... 

That is traditional and according to the Hindu religion. His 
son is a brilliant young man, highly educated and an orator who 
would do well on the hustings of any of our States where politics 
are heated. 

I heard Devadas Gandhi speak onte in New Delhi, and it was 
one of the speeches I will always remember, acid with irony, bitter 
with scorn of the British rule, electrifying with eloquence and a 


harsh sort of poetry. ... 
It was he who lit the fire that consumed his father’s body. ... 


Ghats Ghats is an Indian word meaning steps. There are many 

ghats along, the holy rivers, stone steps leading up from 
the river to a sort of inclosure or pavilion. There the seekers 
for cleanliness may go and wade down into the river and be made 
clean of sin and earthly bonds . .. and there they may sun them- 
selves.

For the poor there is ordinary wood. 
wood of one of our mock orange trees. 

For the wealthy, or the great, there is a fire of sandalwood—be- 
cause it gives off an incense that perfumes the air. 

For Gandhi there was sandalwood. 


Burning There is no more weird, touching or moving sight than 
a burning ghat.. . there the friends of the dead arrive 
almost every quarter of an hour with somebody on the string cot 
.. Man, woman or child .. . for India’s birth rate and death rate 
is staggering. 

To the Western mind the idea of such a burning is abhorrent 
... and so it-seemed to me on first arrival at the ghats. There were 
the swarms of beggars and of holy men, also beggars. There were 
those who had smeared their bodies and hair with cow dung and 
yellow and red paints. About the necks and bodies of some of these 
hung necklaces or girdles of bones, with an occasional skull 
for the larger jewels of the necklace. 

India is warm and often steaming hot, and the smell of these 
swarms* of peoples is such that no sandalwood will take it away. 
It smites the nose like a blow. 

But once inside, the scene becomes something else. 


Custom The building above the steps, which come up from the 
river, has a space about the bank for the burning of 
bodies. 


There are spaces about the building, which has no roof, and 
is little more than a wall, which are separated by barriers of 
wood—sometimes small tree trunks. 

In these the family of the dead ones gather, their friends with 
them. 

The body is carried, on its cot, to the river and dipped or 
sprinkled with the holy water. Usually it is dipped and the wet 
sheet clings close to the body, ovftlining it. I remember how the 
thin bodies of children, thus outlined, made me wretched the day 
I saw the ghats. 
was epidemic with smallpox and with plague and the children were 
dying faster than usual, 


Ritual The body is placed in its sheet on the piled-up wood. 

Then the eldest son, or the closest male relative if there 
is no son, steps forward with a lighted lamp, or rod, and lights the 
dry rushes thick beneath the wood.

Sometimes, when the fire is dead, there remains a small portion 
of the body, usually that about the navel. This is thrown into the 
holy river where fish and the vultures vie for it. 


Ancient All this is as natural and as seemly and solemn to 

them as any of our own religious services. It is their 
way, and it was their way centuries before the first ships sailed 
to discover this continent.. There are other sects of Indians who put 
their dead atop tall towers for the vultures to consume, and that, too, 
is solemn and seemly for them, although the smell and the spec- 
tacle of clouds of vultures are not: pleasant to visitors. . 

But for the greatest man of his race since Buddha, for the man 
whe made revolution with nonviolence and shaped the freedom 
of India with this unique revolution, there was the consuming fire 
and the scént of sandalwood. 

And, prophetically, there were millions who shouted: “Gandhi 
still lives!” so that the thunder of their voices was heard two miles 
away where newsmen sat sending out the story.

Source of Juvenile Delinquency 


Juvenile delinquents are doing what comes naturdlly, following 
the be fer > g of inexorable.laws upon which this universe is based— 
natural and moral laws. 

Natural phenomena, though commonplace, are wonderful. Se 
commonplace are they that litle comment is inspired. They are 
expected, and anything else would be unnatural. Jack Frost has 
nothing to do with coloring Autumn leaves. Chlorophyll, that mys 
terious chemical, is the secret agent. When ney eee is 
from flowing into the leaf structure all green ring 
and dormant colors appear. Herein is explanation of juvenile delin- 
quents and delinquency. 

Preachers, jurists, editors and legislators put the blame for 
delinquency upon the wrong things—neglectful parenthood and 
decadent homes. There is no denial that irresponsible pry oi and 
decadent homes are,mighty factors in the matter; but are not 


the major factors. 


The inquiry may. be made, how came the irresponsible 
Sear ch parents and decadent homes? Locate the a of these, 
apply specific treatment, then the disease symptoms disappear. 
Safety razors won't cure erysipelas, for they can’t cleanse the blood 
stream. Plantiag flowers, constructing walkways and 
merry-go-rounds along the banks of a muddy branch won't clear 
and sweeten the water so long as a big hog is allowed to wallow 
in the spring. Of-the thousand and one remedies suggested to solve 
the delinquency problem, nobody has suggested getting the hog 
out of the spring. That would be the sure, effective remedy, 

In searching for the hog in the spring the consensus of opinion 
is that America’s public education system, with its total deficiency 
in moral training, is the hog. During the century of public 
tion the increase in school attendance ‘and educational 
has been enormous. During that same century there has been a 
similar increase in crime, jails, chain gangs, courts and reform insti- 
tutions, accompanied by a corresponding lowering of the crime age 
and laxity of morals. 

One hundred years ago practically all reading matter for boys 
and girls in schoo] carried moral teachings and implications. Today 
such reading matter is less than one percent. Without moral 
instruction and training today’s youth comes to be neither moral 
nor immoral, but merely unmoral without moral concept or com 
viction. Thus is born the tragic problem of delinquency, the nat- 
ural fruitage of an education system that disregards a basic law 
of the universe. 


Conce ts Two Chicago boys deliberately cut to pieces another 
Pp Chicago boy, merely for the thrill of it. Atlanta 
boys, for a thrill, wrecked a score of autos and ca 

damage. Two years ago Atlanta youthful vandals waited at the 
door of the Grand Jury room while indictments were found 

them. While waiting at the jury room door the boys and girls shot 
craps for money, were arrested and indicted for gambling. These 
well-known instances are mentioned to illustrate the absence of all 
moral sense of so many youths. Without a sense of moral restraint, 
— were merely doing what came natural—doing as they 
pleased. , 

While moral instruction and training were gradually disappear- 
ing from the public education program, secular agencies were 
launched that added influence to the decline; and at the same time 
more and more irreligious instructors were employed, until now 
many instructors are ungodly, some are godless, and a consid- 
erable number are anti-God. . 

This would appear to be the secret of juvenile delinquency—pub- 
lic education without moral concept, moral objective and moral 
motivation. After a century of that kind of education we have 
indifferent parents, decadent homes where delinquency breeds 
and our juvenile problem. ; 


Remedy So long as public education is devoted entirely to train- 
ing the head and hand only, detouring. around 

the moral conscience and sense of personal obligation, youths 

lax ideals will be with us and be the founders of yet more 

homes. That is the realistic picture, and the prospects are not too 

bright and promising. 

Those evergreen trees and shrubs you observe are ever green 
simply because the flow of chlorophyll in them never stops. Stop 
that flow of chlorophyl for 30 days, you will see the green coloring 
begin to disappear, to be followed by colors that testify to approach- 
ing death and decay. 

This article is not a plug for teaching religion in the publie 
schools; but it is a plug for an effective remedy that will go a great 
way toward eliminating the growing delinquent problem.

It is bad enough that the wishings and the 
worryings of peanut politics in a presidential 
year should tempt politicians to fish for 
votes with lures such as the Knutson bait. 
It is worse that he and other men in the 
public service should deliberately hold to 
a course which abler men, irrespective of 
party, see as a feeder to a dangerous infla- 
tion and a threat to the European Re- 
covery Program. 


To my regret, it has not been my privilege 
to know Mr. Knutson personally, his district or 


his constituency. However, he must have taken 
the customary oath of: office, and in so doing 
must have promised that, with Divine help, 
(which even he needs), he would discharge his 
duties as a representative of the people to the 
utmost of his ability. In view of this, it would 
not seem out of point to suggest to him that he 
should seek help, somewhere, to improve his 
ability to deal with figures. 
If Mr, Knutson but erred in ignorance, and 
is sincere in his protestations of concern for the 
“little fellow” caught between high taxes and 
spiraling prices, then, of course, he will with- 
draw his bill and apply himself to arithmetic 
before entering again so tricky a terrain.

“We are giving women ex- 
actly the same opportunities as 
men Yo qualify for UN appoint- 
ments.” 

Price’s retort was correct and 
carefully thought*out. 

The gist of the matter is, most 
women don’t qualify for the 
highly specialized top spots. 

he woman who has the best 
woman's job at UN is Miss 
Mary Snrietoun, Director of Per. 
sonnel. In short, a woman does 
the hiring. 

Miss Smieton is an extremely 
efficient, fair-minded Briton 
who’ held the highest paying 
woman’s job in her own coun 
Ary’s civil service. She was 
Undersecretary of the British 
Ministry of Labor. She ex- 
plained: 

“There is no reason for not 
having more women as far as 
job regulations go. Forty-eight 
yercent of the staff ia women, 

ut it's true they ave in the 
junior grades—clerks, typists, 
stenographers and the like. 

“Nor has it anything to do 
with lack of physical stamina. I

think, rather, you have to look 
vt this against the background 
of work which has been done 
by women in national public 
service—in local and national 
governments.” 

In short, UN hiring is distrib- 
uted geographically and in most 
countries—including our own— 
women simply don’t have the 
necessary experience and train- 
ing in political and economic 
affairs Nationally or _  inter- 
nationally. 


Miss Smieton went on: 


“When yo're trying to fill a 
top joh, you have td look at the 
field Ther. you look over the 
countries from which you re 
cruit Ir. the political field, for 
instance, you -find very few 
women with long experien@e in 
diplomacy and politics. They 
simply haven’t held those jobs 
at home. In every government 
there are very few women in 
top government. posts.” 

This jibes with the facts here 
at home where women have 
more than equal rights with 
men (20 years of protective leg- 
islation) 

In the House of Representa- 
tives nine women huddle in the 
midst. of 426 men. There are 
none in the Senate. The Pres- 
ident’s Cabinet is strictly stag. 
Their municival and state rec- 
ord is nothing to shout about. 
There are no women governors 

Judge Dorothy Kenyon, Amer- 
ican delegate on the Women’s 
Commission, believes the reti- 
cence of U. §&. women to held 
political office is just plain 
apathy—“they have so much, 
they don’t feel the need to fight 
for public office.” 

Miss Smieton says there is 
another, but not decisive, rea- 
son there. aren’t more women 
executives at UN. She explains: 

“When you get men here who 
aren't used to women in public 
life, they have to become ac 
customed to it. It just doesn't 
occur to them to request a 
woman.”
